secutive week-end. 

The littlke Dutch trawler 
Klaaswijker ploughed to the ald 
of the Faloon when it radioed 
\“No powor, taking water’. The 
'Falcon’s 29 crowmen went over 
the side and the sea pitched 
them about Itke corks until the 
Klaaswisker came to the Tescuc, 

A 60-mph_ sou’wester, shrick- 
ing in off the Atlantic, all but 
sank the 7.132-ton Panamanian 
freighter Falcon, dragged a 
Nghtship from its anchorage, 
caused record tides along the 
dykes of Northern Holland and 
dralned seawater from Baltic 
ports. 

While the wind dropped in 
the British Isles, the storm shilt- 
ed its target to the Low Coun- 
tries, Germany and Southern 
Scandinavia. The same howling 
wind which battered the North 
Sea ports sucked millions of tons 
of seawater from Baltic ports 
facing East.
